Weights Weights [Measures 


Dates, chopped 3 cups ee qt + 2 cups Combine dates with the boiling water, add baking 
soda and allow to stand for 2 hours or cover and 

Boiling water 3 qts + 1% cups 1 qt+3%cups 

Baking soda 1Tbsp 2 Tbsp 

Margarine 12 oz 1% cups 1% lbs 3 cups 

Granulated sugar 11b+50z 3 cups 2 Ibs + 10 oz 1 qt +2 cups 


refrigerate overnight. 

For 50 servings: Coat one 18 x 26 x 2-inch cake 
pan with cooking spray. Flour pan. 

For 100 servings: Coat two 18 x 26 x 2-inch cake 
pan with cooking spray. Flour pans. 

Cream margarine and granulated sugar. 

Beat 2 minutes on medium speed using flat beaters 


Add creamed mixture to dates. 


Brown sugar, lightly packed 8 0z 1% cup 3 cups Sprinkle the top of each cake batter with 1 % cup 
brown sugar and 1 1/3 cup chocolate chips. 
Bake at 300 degrees F in convection oven for 


approximately 25 minutes or until done.
